Many  thanks  again  for  the  Newsletter,  and  for 
the  informative  note  on  the  back.  I  can 
as.sure  you  that  your  efforts  to  keep  us  "fugit- 
ives" informed  are  greatly  appreciated. 

I  was  sorry  to  hear  of  Uldege  Girard's  death, 
of  course.  But  I  saw  him  a  couple  of  tiroes 
in  the  course  of  last  summer  and  the  was  truly 
pitiable.  I  suppose  it  is  inevitable  that  the 
"age-wave"  should  arrive,  and  we  should  find 
ourselves  with  a  growing  number  of  sick.  If 
God  wants  me  to  linger  on  (and  I  do  hope  He 
won't).  He1!!  have  to  give  a  mlot  of  help. 
I've  had  nothing  worse  than  a  heavy  cold  since 
I  was  eight  years  old  and  don't  know  what 
suffering  is. 

All  goes  well  here.  Sam  Fesiano  dropped  in  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago;  he  was  on  his  way  back 
from  Birmingham  to  Paris.  He  seems  to  have 
everything  well  in  hand.  I  imagine  that  John 
Fournier  has  returned  from  the  Holy  Land,  but 
have  not  seen  him  yet.  I  saw  him  here  at  the 
club  shortly  before  he  left.  In  December  I 
had  a  wonderful  visit  -  only  a  day  in  each 
place,  unfortunately  -  at  Annonay  and  Paris. 
I  was  much  impressed  with  the  spirit  and  joy 
of  both  places,  but  I  guess  there  are  lots  of 
problems  as  well.  But  it  was  wonderful  to  be 
among  that  many  Basilians  again. 

My  own  work  is  going  according  to  schedule  (a 
rather  flexible  one,  to  be  sure!).  I  shall 
not  produce  a  boom  or  even  an  article  (though 
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there  are  possibilities)  but  I  have  had  the 
chance  to  do  the  kind  of  reading  and  intensive 
study  in  the  Old  Jaglish  period  that  I  so 
badly  need.

Dear  Bob: 

Things  are  more  or  less  quiet  at  present  and 
I  feel  it  would  be  a  good  time  to  dash  off  a 
few  lines  to  you.  I  think  you  can  pick  some 
of  the  things  out  of  this  and  consider  it  meat 
for  the  "news  of  the  year". 

IMngs  at  Ste  Annefs  are  running  along  very 
well.  As  you  know  we  have  six  priests  stationed 
here  and  the  problem  of  purifying  a  ciboriuin 
should  almost  be  solved.  There  must  be  one 
who  has  the  faculties  for  purifying  a  ciboriua. 
Father  Michael  Zolondek  is  so  far  still  within 
the  precincts  of  the  altar  and  has  not  attempted 
strange  changes  in  the  liturgy.  Father  -James 
Rankin  is  teaching  part  time  at  Assumption  High 
School  and  I  believe  will  be  taking  some 
courses  at  Wayne  State  University  in  something 
like  adding  or  subtracting  in  a  new  and  shorter 
method* 

I  hardly  know  what  to  tell  you  about  the  re- 
pairs to  the  church.  Yhrtr  so  many  schools  of 
thought  it  is  rather  hard  to  figure  them  all 
out.  In  general  we  had  estimates  for  the 
various  parts  that  needed  repair  or  at  least 
to  be  changed.  The  total  amount  came  to  about 
8600 ,000  or  5700,000.  This  had  an  added  note 
that  it  could  run  higher.  Now  this  takes 
in  what  Father  Koger  deBilly  would  call  a  com- 
plete job,  i.e.  change  the  front  en  rows  of 
pews  around  and  put  them  sideways,  put  in  all 
new  pews  and  floor %   new  heating,  wiring , 
plumbing,  fix  all  leaks,  plaster,  pointing,  etc. 
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It  would  be  just  about  everytning  except  poor 
old  Gabriel  Richard  would  have  to  "w&gh  anchor" 
or  cet  into  winter  quarters. 

At  the  present  there  are  two  main  groups  who 
want  to  collect  money  to  save  Ste  Anne's.  One 
group  of  three  formed  a  Corporation  and  intend 
to  collect.  However,  there  was  a  great  deal 
of  op  osition  to  that  method  and  so  another 
group  decided  that  they  would  have  seven  trus- 
tees to  collect.  There  have  been  meetings 
about  every  second  week  but  so  far  they  have 
not  settled  down  to  any  practical  solution. 
In  the  meantime  if  it  rains  our  roof  leaks. 

Another  thing  that  is  discussed  frequently  is 
the  fact  that  you  could  bull  a  new  church  for 
the  amount  used  to  repair  the  old  one  but  the 
people  do  not  want  a  new  church.  Aiey  want  to 
preserve  the  old  one.  They  would  prefer  not 
to  make  all  the  changes  that  Father  deBilly 
suggests  but  only  the  necessary  ones.  The 
Archbishop  has  said  he  will  not  put  any  parish 
funds  in  it.  If  we  wish  to  collect  all  the 
money  we  need  to  do  the  workt  then  he  will  not 
stop  us.  The  people  feel  quite  confident  that 
they  can  collect  that  amount  of  money.  I  kind 
of  doubt  it  myself.  However,  time  will  tell. 

Well  Bob  I  will  have  to  go  now.  I  do  not  ex- 
pect you  to  put  all  this  in  the  Annals  but 
pick  out  a  few  things  and  jot  them  down. 

I  must  ell  you  about  some  forty  or  so  senior 
citizens  who  came  for  me  to  give  them  a  tour 
of  Ste  Anne's  church  and  the  tomb,  etc.  I 
started  out  by  telling  them  that  I  would  tell 
them  all  I  knew  about  Ste  Anne's  and  anything 
I  did  not  know  I  would  make  up  as  I  went  along. 
They  enjoyed  my  explanations  about  the  various 
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things*  One  was  a  relative  to  one  of  our  Sis- 
ters at  Ste  Anne's.  He  said  is  it  true  that 
this  statue  of  the  Mother  of  Perpetual  Help  is 
thfi  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 
I  said  no  I  had  never  heard  that.  He  said  well 
one  of  the  Sisters  told  me  that.  I  said  yes 
the  Sisters  may  have  told  you  but  you  canft 
depend  on  their  stories  too  much.  Another  said 
is  that  case  for  the  relic  made  out  of  wedding 
rings  of  parishioners  in  Ste  Anne's  parish.  I 
said  I  had  never  heard  that.  He  said,  "Well 
I  have."  Oh  I  said  you  have  been  taling  to 
the  Sisters  again.  ..lien  they  uent  bake  home 
they  wrote  me  a  lovely  letter  telling  me  how 
much  they  enjoyed  the  visit.

I  have  recieved  your  request  from  the  Bene- 
dictines at  St.  Maur,s  Priory  for  pictures  of 
our  buildings •  It  is  interesting  that  Father 
Vince  Thompson  and  I  spent  the  night  at  that 
priory  in  the  summer  of  1953  as  the  two  of  us 
were  driving  to  Windsor  to  drop  Vince  off  for 
his  new  appointment  at  Assumption  High  School* 
'jftiey  were  a  very  hospitable  group.  At  that 
time,  they  were  a  sub-priory  of  Collegeville, 
Minnesota,  but  they  have  since  become  independ- 
ent. 

Father  Wilfrid  Sharpe  has  had  a  bit  of  a  set- 
back with  the  recurrence  of  heart  pains.  He 
is  in  the  hospital  again  but  the  6c tor  advises 
that  the  electrocardiograms  indicate  no  new 
damage  to  the  heart  muscle.  Father  John  Murray 
is  progressing  nicely.  He  is  back  at  the  house 
and  is  gaining  strength  rapidly.  His  trouble 
was  diagnosed  as  an  excess  of  iron  in  his  sys- 
tem which  causes  all  the  vital  organs  to  func- 
tion improperly.  He  is  currently  taking  several 
medicines  to  overcome  that  effect  and  will  soon 
start  a  bleeding  process  in  which  he  gives  a 
pint  of  blood  a  week.  The  blood  is  not  replaced 
forcing  the  body  to  call  upon  the  iron  reserves 
to  build  up  the  new  blood.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  will  reduce  the  iron  level  to  a  safe 
value. 
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As  you  can  imagine,  there  was  quite  a  bit  of 
excitement  when  the  appointments  were  opened. 
You  know  my  feelings,  I  think.  It  is  a  relief 
not  to  have  the  responsibilities  of  my  present 
position.  However,  I'm  sorry  that  I  did  not 
provide  the  kind  of  leadership  that  was  ex- 
pected of  me.

I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  Father  James  Wilson1 s 
sermon  at  Father  Leslie  Vasekfs  funeral  which 
I  thought  you  would  like  for  the  records.  I 
also  sent  a  copy  to  Father  T.A.  KacDonald 
since  you  had  Mentioned  he  was  particularly 
moved  by  Leslie* s  death. 

I  felt  the  blow  very  strongly t  too,  as  I  was 
with  hiia  here  at  home  during  the  first  stages 
of  the  attack  and  then  I  accompanied  him  to 
the  hospital  and  anointed  hira  in  the  emergency 
room  and  then  was  back  at  the  hospital  the 
next  morning  when  he  died.  He  was  fully  con- 
scious when  he  was  anointed  and  answered  the 
prayers  himself  very  clearly.  As  I  was  pack- 
ing his  things  to  go  to  the  hospital,  he  par- 
ticularly asked  me  to  pat  his  rosary  and  his 
office  book  in  the  bag.  *he  initial  attack 
was  about  ten  o'clock  Sunday  evening  while  he 
was  preparing  his  physics  dass  for  the  the  next 
day.  He  came  to  the  chapel  and  found  Father 
Victor  Brezik  and  told  him  he  was  not  feeling 
well  and  was  helped  back  to  his  room.  At 
first,  he  thought  he  mi^ht  be  in  insulin 
shock  so  Father  Frank  Bredeweg  got  him  a  Coke 
but  it  failed  to  relieve  the  pain.  In  the 
■•an tine,  Fa theis Patrick  Braden,  Edward  Sull* 
ivan  and  I  came  to  his  room.  I  could  see  many 
of  the  same  symptoms  Father  Wilfrid  oharpe  had 
when  he  suffered  his  attack  in  Rochester.  So 
we  called  the  doctor  a  second  time  and  he 
agreed  that  we  should  rush  him  to  the  hospital. 
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The  sister  at  the  emergency  room  took  his 
blood  pressure  and  immediately  told  me  he 
should  be  anointed  as  his  condition  was  poor. 
I  stayed  until  about  one  a.m.  He  was  in  re- 
markably good  spirits  considering  the  pain  he 
must  have  been  suffering. 

Father  Braden  was  at  the  hospital  next  morning 
and  I  was  due  to  relieve  him.  His  heart  had 
stopped  about  nine  but  the  doctors  managed  to 
get  it  going  again.  A  little  after  eleven , 
just  as  I  arrive^,  his  heart  stopped  again 
and  the  doctors  worked  feverishly  over  him  but 
they  just  could  not  get  any  response.  His  par- 
ents and  brother  were  at  the  hospital  but  they 
were  not  permitted  in  the  intensive  care  unit 
because  ox  the  activity.

I  gave  you  rather  complete  details  as  you  may 
want  to  use  some  of  the  material  for  his  obi- 
tuary in  the  Annals.

I  received  the  appointments  last  Monday  and 
the  revision  of  the  Tmle   the  previous  week.

I  haven't  written  to  my 
uncle  in  some  time.  I  must  do  so  soon.  I  am 
very  grateful  to  those  who  do  go  out  to  see 
him.  It  is  too  bad  that  I  have  to  le  so  far 
away  when  he  is  laid  up  like  that.  Is  there 
any  more  news  on  Jack  Murray's  condition? 

Am  I  right  in  missing  the  names  of  Steve  0,Neil 
and  Gerry  Orsini  from  the  appointment  list? 
I  suppose  the  number  of  special  appointments 
is  keeping  everybody  guessing?  I'm  sure  Dave 
Megel  will  be  surprised  with  his  appointment. 
Do  you  know  what  field  Ed  Bourg  will  be  doing 
his  graduate  work  in?  Jim  Jordan's  appointment 
to  St.  Michael's  College  was  another  surprising 
one  -  is  that  for  mathematics?  Joe  Walsh  is 
another  one  who  probably  got  the  surprise  of 
his  life.  I  think  he'll  be  a  good  man  at  the 
Novitiate;  I  have  a  great  deal  of  respect  for 
him  as  a  priest  and  a  religious. 

My  work  is  i^roceeding  according  to  plan.  CXir 
winter  is  almost  over,  but  this  would  be  no 
place  for  you  in  the  winter  time.  We  have  no 
central  heating,  only  kerosenestoves  which 
produce  as  much  fume  as  heat.  They  do  help  keep 
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your  feet  and  liands  warm  if  you  keep  them  close 
to  your  desk.  Itetin  is  our  chief  precipitation, 
rarely  snow,  but  this  year  we  have  only  re- 
ceived 20  out  an  expected  50  centimetres  of 
rainfall,  with  the  rainy  season  aiding  in  April • 
Since  we  depend  largely  on  cistern  water  for 
the  long  rainless  summer,  we  may  have  to  take 
it  easy  on  the  showers  -  another  reason  why  you 
shouldn't  contemplate  coming.  When  the  sun  is 
shing,  we  can  have  a  hot  shower  whenever  we 
ant;  otherwise  they  heat  the  water  once  a  week 
by  electricity.  It  is  amazing  how  well  the  sun 
heats  the  water  with  the  gadgets  they  have  on 
the  roof;  it  is  really  scalding. 

Incidentally,  I  also  received  the  Annals  some- 
time in  January  hosrtly  after  asking  Father 
Robert  Fischette  to  enquire  about  them.  I 
suppose  they  got  held  up  with  Christmas  mail 
and  the  Moslem  fast  of  Ramadan  which  began 
Christmas  I3ve  this  year  and  lasted  four  weeks. 
All  works  slows  down  during  that  time  because 
the  Moslems  are  not  supposed  to  eat  or  drink 
from  sunrise  to  sunset;  and  it  is  amazing  how 
many  observe  it  religiously.  Work  suffers 
nevertheless,  and  the  mail  piles  up.  An  odd 
piece  of  mail  is  sent  to  Israel  by  mistake, 
then  it  must  return  to  Canada  and  be  sent  again, 
Mother  sent  a  cheque  early  in  December  by  air 
mail  and  I  did  nfct  receive  it  till  February  1. 
It  had  gone  to  Israel  and  had  been  sent  back, 
even  though  it  was  properly  addressed.  I  wrote 
a  letter  of  complaint  to  the  Postmaster  General 
and  had  a  very  courteous  reply,  ^hey  are  aware 
of  the  trou  le  and  are  trying  to  eliminate  it. 
They  asked  me  to  send  the  envelopes  if  it 
happens  again,  so  they  can  trace  who  is  respon- 
sible. 
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All  for  now.  Regards  to  all  and  ray  test  to  the 
sick  when  you  see  them.  iWik  you  for  keeping 
me  posted  about  community  affairs.

I  was  just  going  through  ray  correspondence  to- 
day and  I  realized  how  many  communiques  I  have 
received  from  you  during  the  past  month.  In- 
deed, many  of  them  were  newsletters  concerning 
the  death  of  confreres,  but  you  also  took  the 
trouble  to  add  a  few  tidbits  of  your  own.  I 
want  to  thank  you  for  being  so  thoughtful.  I 
had  several  letters  of  sympathy  from  Basilians 
on  the  occasion  of  ray  uncled  death,  Father  Dan 
Fores tell,  and  Kevin  has  promised  to  try  to  get 
me  a  copy  of  Father  Basil  ^allivan's  sermon, 
i.e.  if  he  had  a  text,  which  I  seriously  doubt!! 

I  am  afraid  that  I  have  not  much  news  to  send 
from  here.  Ky  work  is  progressing  according 
to  plan.  Jack  Lee  passed  through  on  his  way 
to  Israel  and  I  showed  him  around  for  three 
days.  But  Jack  is  so  taken  up  with  his  anthro- 
pology and  archaeology  and  so  excited  about 
all  he  has  seen  in  the  past  three  weeks  that 
I  couldn,t  get  much  corirunity  news  from  him.

The  Pope  has  got  hioself  into  hot  water  by 
criticizing  the  work  of  a  cosriittee  of  the 
Italian  Parliaiient  on  divorce.  Perhaps  you 
read  about  it  in  your  papers.  On  the  credit 
side  is  the  impact  that  Archbishop  Garrone 
seems  to  be  having  on  the  Congregation  of 
Universities  and  Seminaries.

Well,  you  really  outdid  yourself  this  time 
in  getting  cut  Father  Simon  Perdue 's  death 
notice.  It  actually  arrived  here  before  the 
funeral  took  place.  I'm  sure  you  must  have 
been  in  constant  contact  with  the  hospital, 
just  waiting  for  the  word  to  fill  in  the  tine 
and  date  and  send  it  off  to  be  printed.  (I 
must  admit  I  was  a  little  disillusioned  at 
the  misspelling  of  wehere ! ) 

I  hope  you  noticed  ray  new  address  at  the  top 
of  the  page.  I  realise  this  will  probably 
throw  all  your  bookkeeping  out  of  kilter, 
but  there  is  one  happy  note.  I  now  have  a 
telephone  number!  (27**63)  I  always  felt  I 
had  somehow  let  you  and  your  records  down, 
for  not  having  a  telephone  number;  now  I  can 
breath ere  more  easily. 

I  haven 't  moved  yet,  but  will  do  so,  this 
coming  Tuesday.  An  American  couple  have 
offered  me  a  room  and  three  meals  a  day  at 
a  very  favourable  price.  It  is  also  much 
closer  to  the  University  and  to  the  centre 
of  town.  Meals  were  the  biggest  problem  I 
had  to  face  here  in  Bretzenlieim,  so  I'll  be 
glad  to  see  that  problem  solved.  Kevin  O'Neill 
(I  think  he's  Irish)  is  a  member  of  the  Middle- 
bury  Group  and  a  graduate  of  West  Point.  He 
still  belongs  to  the  Army  but  has  no  official 
during  this  year  of  study.  He  and  his  wife 
have  a  year-old  daughter.  rUiis  move  means 
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that  I  will  be  saying  daily  Mass  at  the  Newman 
Club,  down  the  street,  but  I  hope  to  continue 
helping  in  the  parish  church  in  Bretzenheira  on 
Sundays.  The  pay  certainly  isn't  very  high... 
five  dollars  for  three  Sundays  of  binations. 

Today  has  been  a  rather  miserable  day  for  rae. 
I  became  sick  during  the  night  and  have  been 
sick  all  day.  I  think  it  must  be  the  flu.  I 
stayed  in  bed  most  of  the  day,  and  I  fell  some- 
what better  this  evening.  (Don't  start  work 
on  ray  death  notice  yet ! ) 

I  spent  a  week  in  Paris  when  Father  Wey  was 
there  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  it.  We  did  some 
sight-seeing  together.  Except  for  one  V?  min- 
ute walk  in  a  big  circle  his  sense  of  direction 
was  pretty  good.  The  weather  was  v/onderful 
and  it  was  a  real  treat  to  be  with  Basilians 
again.  They  all  seem  to  be  in  very  good  health 
and  good  humour,  too. 

Not  much  else  new.  I  still  haven't  got  my 
grades  yet,  but  will  probably  be  able  to  get 
them  on  Tuesday  or  Wednesday.  Give  ray  regards 
to  Father  Robert  Fischette  and  keep  busy  fill- 
ing those  new  filing  cabinets.

Dear  Father  Scollard, 

I  hope  I  an  not  unduly  cluttering  up  your  mail 
with  this  proposal  for  the  Basilian  Convention. 
It  may  be  a  day  dream,  but  there  is  a  lack  here 
of  Basilians  with  long  experience  in  education 
to  tell  me  so.  So  I  have  presumed  to  send  it 
in  and  let  it  meet  its  fate. 

We  are  all  fine  here.  I  have  finished  one 
course  for  this  terra,  have  done  ray  terra  paper 
and  now  can  get  back  to  another  three  or  four 
weeks  of  note-taking  for  ay  thesis  before  be- 
ginning the  final  cramming  for  exams.  I  fin- 
ish the  latter  in  raid  June.  So  far  the  exam- 
iners have  been  sufficiently  humane  (or  is  it 
slipshod)  to  let  me  by.  Most  of  the  courses 
are  interesting  and  helpful,  though  not  all  of 
equal  scholarly  merit. 

We  are  getting  occasional  news  of  election  of 
delegates  to  the  Convention  and  other  items. 
jftie  least  encouraging  news  so  far  has  been  on 
proposals  for  novitiate  next  year.  I  guess 
we  are  just  facing  the  same  problem  as  other 
communities. 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  several  months 
ago  which  I  have  been  so  slow  in  answering 
and  for  your  much  appreciated  noteon  the 
newsletters. 

Bud  Pare  and  Paul  Broadhurst  were  to  supper 
with  Archbishop  George  Flahiff  on  Sunday.  I 
was  temporarily  under  the  weather  so  stayed 
hone  (since  fully  recovered).  I  do^t  think 
the  Archbishop  had  any  startlin  news,  eccles- 
iastical or  otherwise.  I  believe  he  hopes  to 
staop  at  Annonay  on  his  way  back. 
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We  enjoyed  having  Ken  McKernan  and  Marvin  La- 
Bute  here  for  several  days.  I  think  they 
managed  to  see  most  of  ^orne  during  their  short 
visit. 

The  Italian  Bishops  have  allowed  the  wearing 
of  clergyman  instead  of  cassock  in  public  but 
exempted  Itome.  Now  we  are  awaiting  local 
action.

The  rule  on  wearing  cassocks  has  not  really 
recovered  from  the  beating  it  took  from  the 
bishops  here  during  the  council. 

I  hope  you  are  enjoying  better  weather  than 
Saskatchewan  where  they  had  a  foot  of  snow 
for  lister.

Within  a  few  days 
I  shall  have  moved  from  here  on  Via  Barrili  to 
a  town  outside  of  -Some.  The  address  is:

In  case  Hurray  Bogdasavich  lias  not  yet  sent 
his  address,  it  is:  Collegio  Russicura,  Via 
Cattaneo  2,  Roma. 

Besides  chancing  addresses,  we  have  gotten 
back  to  class.  Today  was  ray  first  day  back. 
It  wasn't  any  easier  than  usual,  even  with 
the  knowledge  that  it  was  the  last  lap.  The 
courses  this  year  will  all  be  interesting  and 
valuable,  however,  so  as  soon  as  the  rainy 
season  allows  our  dispositions  to  rise  by 
going  away  I  will  be  able  to  enjoy  them.  I 
have  all  of  ray  classes  on  three  days  in  the 
week,  which  will  give  me  a  £ood  stretch  to 
work  on  ay  thesis.  I  have  quite  a  few  notes 
made,  almost  enough,  I  hope,  and  alraost  every- 
thing read.  Within  a  couple  of  weeks  I  should 
begin  to  write.  I  hope  that  ray  preparation 
has  been  thorough  enough  that  the  writing  will 
go  somewhat  smoothly.  I  think  I  know  where  I 
an  going,  though  a  few  difficulties  are  sure 
to  arise.  I  just  hope  none  of  them  will  pre- 
clude defense  of  the  thesis  next  June. 
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It  took  me  k$   minutes  to  get  to  class  this 
morning  and  V?  to  get  back,  standing  in  a 
crowded  street  car  most  of  the  time.  Ihat 
seems  to  be  about  the  norm  to  expect  from 
here,  so  I  will  be  doing  just  about  as  well 
from  out  in  Marino  when  I  move  there,  with 
the  advantage  that  travelling  conditions  should 
be  a  little  better  on  the  train.

He  was  quite  happy  with  the  set  up  at  the 
Russicuru   -Lhey  have  quite  a  collection  of  un- 
usual residents,  mostly  bearder,  and  he  finds 
the  food  good  and  the  schedule  satisfactory. 
I  don't  know  how  long  he  will  fell  enthusiastic 
about  the  lenght  of  time  spent  in  the  Liturgy 
there.  We  intend  to  :et   together  about  once 
a  week  to  keep  hio  from  abandoning  his  Latin 
traditions  too  abruptly. 

I  had  a  rather  interesting  road  back  to  T:oi3e 
after  leaving  Toronto,  with  enough  profitable 
labour  worked  in  to  keep  my  conscience  at  rest.

I  have  received  three  comnmnications  from  you 
in  the  last  several  days,  and  so  should  ^et 
an  answer  off  quickly.  Kegurding  publications, 
the  only  article  I  wrote  wast  "Poverty  and 
Catholic  Education",  Basil  inn  Teacher,  March 
1966,  Vol.  10f  lie.   3,  p.  1>-1*K).  That  opus 
as  it  appeared  in  print  can  be  called  nine 
only  in  a  qualified  sense  due  to  an  abundance 
of  typing  erros  ahich  make  nonsense  of  some 
sentences,  and  an  unauthorized  editing  of  some 
sentences  which  either  turned  then;  into  non- 
sentences  or  made  them  say  something  I  didn't 
want  them  to  say.  However,  as  editing  is  the 
stated  policy  of  the  Basilian  Teacher  I  suppose 
it  is  not  dishonest  to  call  the  article  nine. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  the  two  copies  of  Arc  h- 
bishop  Flahiff  »s  talk,  'jhe  sisters  here  are 
always  interested  in  anything  on  renewal.  This 
novitiate  comes  rather  close,  I  think,  to  a 
real  preparation  for  religious  life.  The  most 
striking  thing  about  it  is  that  it  develops  a 
true  critical  attitude.  Tnat  is,  the  novices 
are  genuinely  critical  and  cautious  about  every- 
thing they  hear  rather  than  accept  it  as  dogma, 
but  at  the  same  time,  it  is  not  a  criticism 
which  makes  light  of  things  or  simply  rejects 
them,  but  they  always  want  to  pursue  any  idea 
farther.  It  is  much  the  spirit  that  Charlie 
Leland  seemed  to  want  among  the  scholastics 
when  he  was  moderator.  It  has  occurred  to  me, 
during  the  last  several  years,  that  perhaps 
the  notion  of  the  unity  of  direction* and  form- 
ation in  the  novitiate  works  in  exactly  the 
way  we  don't  want  it  to.  The   great  problem 
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for  young  religious  is  to  be  able  to  distinguish 
and  be  critical  in  the  presence  of  iaany  com- 
peting ideas,  and  for  this  they  need  formation, 
if  that  word  may  still  be  used.  But  in  the 
novitiate  at  times  it  seeras  that  they  are  pro- 
tected from  conflict  of  opinion,  ineir  altern- 
atives see*3  to  be  either  to  be  docile  to 
authority,  or  to  choose  some  hero  whom  they 
accept  as  the  tiruth,  or  to  do  their  best  with 
their  limited  equipuient  to  be  critioi.,  and  this 
latter  can  degenerate  into  something  less  than 
a  search  for  truth. 

Paul  Broadhurst  should  have  moved  into  the 
Canadian  College  by  now.  I  think  he  was  going 
to  move  on  Monday.  Both  he  and  Hurray  Bogda- 
savich  zre  through  «aast  and  we  got  together 
for  a  modest  commemoration  of  chat  on  Sunday. 
My  own  exarnn  occur  about  the  middle  of  this 
month.  I  have  left  myself  quite  a  bit  of  tine 
to  review,  which  slows  down  my  thesis,  but  I 
didn't  think  it  would  speed  up  my  thesis  if  I 
got  too  worked  up  cramming  for  exams.  I  still 
don't  have  much  idea  of  whether  I  will  be 
finished  on  time  for  a  June  defense.  The 
director  thinks  so,  but  I  don't  know  whether 
he  knows  exactly  what  is  involved  in  rhe  rest 
of  the  thesis.  He  has  approved  the  first  hun- 
dred and  some  pages,  which  includes  the  basic 
ideas,  but  some  of  the  further  development, 
while  not  as  crucial,  could  prove  time-consuming. 

Yesterday,  as  the  novices  version  of  the  Mardi 
Gras,  the  whole  house  made  an  excursion  to 
Assisi.  I  wen;;  uion£  and  said  Mast;  for  them 
in  the  little  church  of  the  Portiuncola  just 
outside  of  Assisi.  The  visitors  may  have  been 
a  little  taken  aback  by  the  spectacle  of  a 
dozen  novices  belting  out  responses  and  hymns 
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in  a  foreign  tongue,  but  we  were  not  thrown 
out  for  liturgical  innovation.  Ihen  we  went 
on  to  Assisi  and  caw  the  toabs  of  Saint  Francis 
and  Saint  Clare,  and  three  of  the  more  well- 
known  shrines,  ^hen  on  the  way  back  they 
called  in  on  a  house  thy  cisters  of  the  con- 
gregation run  about  a  hundred  kilometres  from 
Assisi.  It  did  the  novices  sorae  good  to  cone 
again  into  contact  with  sone  of  their  sisters 
who  were  busy  in  the  apostolate,  as  the  two- 
years  stretch  here  must  be  a  little  long  for 
then.  We  arrived  hone  latet  and  slept  in  this 
mornin  ,  so  as  to  make  the  fast  day  really  go 
fast.  Tcday  it  is  back  to  quiet  and  recollec-

The 
dedication  of  the  new  biology  building  takes 
place  on  October  22.,     I  haven't  received  an 
invite  yet.  If  I  don't  get  one  I'll  show  up 
anyway  in  Windsor  and  boycott  the  affair. 
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Weather  here  is  still  wans  -  90  degrees  at 
night  -  and  also  hunid  dure  to  a  couple  of 
storms*

I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  raany  letters  and 
also  for  keeping  me  up-to-date  with  all  the 
Basilian  literature.  I  really  appreciate  it.

Basilian  I  hear  from  consistently. 

I  spent  about  six  weeks  rep lac in  the  pastor 
at  Sedona  in  Oak  Creek  Canyon.  It  is  beauti- 
ful country  and  I  reade  some  wonderful  friends 
there.  The  pastor  at  Kinsman  tells  me  that  I 
as  getting  to  be  the  best  known  priest  in 
northern  Arizona. 

I  have  been  working  on  my  spite  of  rooms  in 
the  rectory.  I  now  have  a  bedroom ,  bathroom 
and  a  nice  big  living  room  and  office  combined. 
I  finished  off  the  latter  in  walnut  panelling 
with  acoustic  tile  on  the  ceiling  and  wall  to 
wall  carpeting* 

We  have  no  housekeex>ert  so  we  cook  most  of  our 
own  meals.  Father  Sullivan,  the  i>asfcorf  has 
been  very  kind  to  me  and  we  get  along  well, 
^here  is  also  an  assistant. 

Weather  here  has  been  chanceable.  C&e  day 
you  can  go  out  in  a  T  shirt  and  the  next  day 
there  may  be  a  light  snow.  Nobody  coi»rplainsf 
because  the  more  precipitation  the  better  it 
is  for  Arizona.  This  is  desert  country  but 
the  desert  should  be  in  full  bloom  in  a  couple 
of  weeks.  Needless  to  say  I  am  poised,  ready 
with  all  my  cameras.  The  psoriasis  is  a  con- 
stant battle.  The  arthritis  is  not  too  badt  as 
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long  as  I  take  ny  pills.  Of  course  there  is 
always  constant  pain,  but  Ifa  not  complaining 
as  long   as  I  can  get  around  and  do  ray  priestly 
duties.  I  had  all  the  Koly  Week  services  by 
nyself  in  Sed  ona  and  did  them  up  in  grand 
style.  I  enjoyed  it. 

I  preach  a  couple  of  tines  ever;/  Sunday.  I 
told  Sully  he  is  getting  quite  a  reputation 
for  accepting  talks  -  at  graduations,  etc.  - 
as  long  as  he  has  rse  to  give  then. 

I  expect  to  be  in  Toronto  on  June  l*fth.  I  was 
last  year  and  enjoyed  raeeting  so  reany  Basilians. 

Take  care  of  yourself  and  keep  up  the  good 
work.  Please  say  a  prayer  for  me*

Once  again  I  want  to  thank  you  for  your  kind- 
ness in  keeping  me  up  to  date  on  Community 
affairs.  As  you  can  see  I  have  a  ndw  address. 
The  telephone  number  is  602-754-8591.  rftie 
Bishop  appointed  me  here  as  Administrator. 

The  church  and  rectory  are  located  on  govern- 
ment property  formerly  known  as  Camp  Davis. 
The  workers  from  Davis  Dam  lived  here  when  it 
was  under  construction  -  the  maintenance 
people  still  do.  I  am  juiit  a  short  distance 
from  the  Colorado  idver  which  flows  by  my 
door.  Across  the  river  is  Nevada  and  down  a 
piece  is  California.  The  are  is  desert  sur- 
rounded by  mountains.  It  is  very  dry  -  prac- 
tically no  rain  -  and  that,s  what  I  like.  I 
understand  the  winters  are  mild.  The  popul- 
ation of  Bullhead  City  area  is  about  4,000 
and  this  doubles  on  weekends  with  vacationers, 
mostly  from  California. 

I  have  about  25  families.  Quite  a  few  tourists 
come  to  Mass  onSunday.  The  church  is  small 
and  seats  about  80.  I  have  two  Masses,  one 
at  8  a.m.  and  the  other  at  5  p.m. 

The  living  quarters  are  very  poor  and  I  have 
permission  from  the  Bishop  to  build  a  separate 
little  rectory,  20  ft.  by  26  ft. 

During  the  summer  the  temperature  was  pretty 
consistent  at  114  degrees  altho*  it  has  been 
known  to  go  up  to  126. 
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I  was  saddened  to  hear  of  the  death  of  Vin 
Fullerton. 

I  manage  to  keep  the  arfaritis  under  control 
with  the  aid  of  drugs.  The  psoriasis  has  been 
very  bad  and  I  an  being  treated  for  that  by 
a  dermatologist  in  Las  Vegas*  The  latter  is 
9^  miles  north  of  Davis  Dam.

You  must  have  thought  that  I  was  swallowed  up 
in  this  gigantic  boosing  city  of  London.  I  aa 
terribly  sorry  that  I  have  not  written  sooner 
-  apart  froa  your  message  on  the  back  of  the 
newsletter  whichwas  just  "found"  at  the  Insti- 
tute today  -  but  it  has  taken  rae  a  bit  of  time 
to  adjust  to  the  "big  city"  after  my  year  in 
the  East,  and  the  tens  began  with  a  full  course 
of  work.  Of  course  the  address  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Archaeology  can  be  put  into  the  Annals 
(they  know  rae  in  the  office  now)  as  my  working 
address  since  I1 11  be  there  at  least  half  the 
tiae,  as  well  as  ay  hoae  address  which  is  at 
the  top  of  the  page.  Very  fortunately  a  fellow 
archaeologist  in  Ankara,  Dr.  Elizabeth  Hosen- 
baua,  offered  rae  the  use  of  her  flat  until  at 
least  the  middle  of  February,  since  she  is 
teaching  art  history  this  year  at  the  Univer- 
sity ofToronto.  In  a  city  as  populated  as 
London  it  is  a  rare  find  to  have  a  small  flat 
so  central  to  everything.  This  I  found  out

Excuse  the  delay  in  replying.  I  have  been 
very  busy  getting  things  organized  since  ay 
return.  It  may  be  too  late  for  the  Annals, 
but  ray  telephone  number  has  been  changed  to 
EL-5-205^.  If  the  former  number  is  put  in 
the  Annals,  it  won^t  make  any  difference  as 
the  operator  wiH  switch  to  the  above  number. 

After  ouch  paper  work,  I  finally  got  a  Teacher1 s 
Certificate.  It  is  a  Provisional  Certificate 
with  a  Major  in  Latin  and  Minors  in  Economics, 
English  Literature,  English  Grammar,  Modern 
and  Ancient  History. 

I  applied  for  a  job  in  the  local  High  Schools 
here  but  was  too  late.  However,  I  got  a  job 
as  a  substitute  teacher  and  am  listed  with 
all  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  in  the 
County,  ^here  is  a  shortage  of  Latin  teachers 
and  they  had  to  convert  some  English  teachers 
to  Latin.  I  will  get  $16.00  a  day  for  sub- 
stituting. I  haven't  been  called  as  yet. 

I  am  now  teaching  Religion  and  Latin  at  St. 
Mary^  Junior  High  School  in  Grade  9«  I  have 
two  evening  classes  of  Confraternity  of  Chris- 
tian Doctrine,  one  of  these  being  a  Marriage 
Course  to  Senior  High  School  students.  I  say 
Mass  every  mor  ing  at  the  Church  and  give  a 
homily.  On  weekends,  I  hear  Confessions  and 
say  Mass  and  preach  at  Fort  Sill.  Father  Dar- 
nall  lost  one  of  his  assistants  with  no  re- 
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placement  and  so  I  help  out  with  door  calls , 
hospital  visits,  etc.  I  aia  also  Counselling 
in  the  school.  To  get  a  Permanent  Certificate, 
I  need  U.I  .  Government  and  Oklahoma  Hisotry  and 
so  I  am  studying  these  when  I  get  some  free 
time.  Ine  Provisional  Certificate  is  good  for 
three  years  but  can't  be  renewed.  I  must 
qualify  for  a  Permanent  by  the  end  of  the 
three  years.  I  hope  to  do  it  by  this  Spring. 

Like  John  Mullins  I  an,  "Ha-ppy  in  my  work  and 
fulfilled".  I  find  this  kind  of  life  a  real 
challenge  and  just  fine  for  rae.  I  am  hoping 
that  more  Basilians  will  be  able  to  come.  It 
just  came  out  in  the  paper  yesterday  that 
Cameron  Junior  College  is  going  to  become  a 
Senior  College  next  year.  I  hope  Father  Leo

Joyous  greetings  and  best  wishes  for  a  Blessed 
Christmas  and  a  Happy  New  Year!  Cftice  again, 
afcthis  hap  y  and  sacred  season ,  it  will  be  ay 
privilege  to  remember  you  all  in  ray  three 
Christmas  Masses  that  The  Infant  Jesus  may 
bless  you  with  many  gifts,  both  spiritual  and 
temporal. 

Things  are  going  well  for  me  here  in  Lawton. 
Last  summer,  I  completed  two  more  courses  to- 
ward ray  M.A.  at  Notre  Dame  and  at  the  same  time 
acquired  enough  credits  to  qualify  for  a  Teach- 
ing Certificate  for  the  State  of  Oklahoma*  I 
am  teaching  Latin  and  Religion  at  St.  Mary#s 
Junior  High  School  and  am  on  the  substitution 
list  for  relieving  teachers  at  all  the  Public 
high  schools  in  the  County.  I  am  also  teach- 
ing a  marriage  course  two  nights  a  week  to 
high  school  seniors,  here  in  Lawton  and  at  Fort 
Sill.  On  two  nights  a  week  also,  I  go  to  the 
Stockade,  or  prison,  at  Fort  ^ill  and  teach 
Mathematics  and  Ikiglish  to  military  prisoners 
who  volunteer  for  the  classes. 

I  found  the  teaching  job  in  the  stockade  pretty 
spooky,  at  first.  The  prison  consists  of  some 
barracks  surrounded  by  barbed  wire  and  guarded 
by  sentries  in  towers  high  in  the  air.  It 
kind  of  gives  you  the  creeps  when  you  drive  up 
to  the  entrance  and  these  tough  looking  faces 
peer  down  at  you  with  rifles  poised  and  ready 
for  action.  Besides  teaching  Math  and  liiglish 
to  the  prisoners,  I  spend  a  lot  of  time  helping 
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rhera  with  their  personal  problems.  Most  of 
then  are  young  lads  who  canft  stand  the  Anay 
and  are  sentenced  for  being  A.W.O.L.  Teach- 
ing thera  and  counselling  thera  is  a  very  re- 
warding experience. 

Along  with  the  teaching  jobs,  I  am  still  Auxil- 
iary Chaplain  on  weekends  at  Fort  Sill  when  I 
hear  Confessions,  preach  and  say  Masses*  Dur- 
ing the  week,  I  say  Mass  and  preach  a  homily 
each  morning  at  the  parish  church.  When  I  get 
a  chance  I  as  studying  American  History  and 
Government  to  complete  the  qualifications  for 
a  permanent  teaching  certificate, 

The  work  here  keeps  me  pretty  busy  but  I  get 
out  for  an  occasional  game  of  golf.  The  weather 
here  is  still  quite  mild,  between  65  and  SO 
degrees  most  of  the  time.  Last  v.endesday,  I 
drove  to  Houston  for  the  Thanksgiving  weekend. 
It  was  great  to  see  a  lot  of  my  seminary  class 
mates  and  all  the  confreres.  I  spent  a  day 
with  Dennis  Mills  and  some  of  the  scholastics 
at  a  cottage  near  Austin,  Texas.  It  was  a 
great  rest  and  I  returned  to  Lawton  refreshed 
and  ready  to  go  again. 

As  far  as  I  know  now,  I  will  be  flying  to 
Toronto  on  December  20th  and  flying  out  of 
Toronto,  December  31st.  I  know  that  I  will 
not  have  time  to  see  all  my  friends  at  this 
time  but  those  of  you  whom  I  will  miss  I  will 
be  looking  forward  to  seeing  in  the  summer. 

Well,  thatfs  the  latest  from  Lawton.  Once 
again,  I  hope  that  you  will  forgive  this 
rather  impersonal  letter.  I  wish  that  time 
permitted  me  to  write  to  each  one  of  you 
individually. 
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Merry  Christmas  and  Hayy  New  Year  again.  Pray 
for  rae  that  I  raay  do  well  in  ny  work  here  in 
Lawton.

Dear  Relatives  and  Friends: 

Many  of  you  have  written  asking  for  more  in- 
formation regarding  ray  kidney  operation  and 
wonderinj  why  I  hadn't  previously  mentioned 
that  I  was  sick  and  so,  I  find  it  necessary 
to,  once  again,  send  out  a  •circular1  letter. 

To  start  with,  I  hadn't  felt  sick,  or  any 
pain,  and  had  no  idea  that  there  was  anything 
wron£  until  Thursday  evening,  December  8th, 
when  I  got  ray  first  warnings  -  an  isnue  of 
blood.  On  Friday  I  phoned  an  Urinologist  who 
took  X-rays  and  tests  that  day  and  Saturday 
morning.  After  the  Saturday  X-rays,  the 
doctor,  a  well  known  surgeon,  told  me  that  there 
was  a  tumor  in  my  left  kidney  and  the  chance 
was  that  it  was  malignant.  He  strongly  urged 
that  I  enter  the  hospital  the  next  day,  Sunday, 
and  have  the  kidney  removed  on  Monday,  Decem- 
ber 12th.  The  doctor  didn't  pull  any  punches 
and  you  can  imagine  ray  reaction.  I  was  a 
little  stunned  to  say  the  least! 

My  Christmas  letter  to  you  was  already  typed 
and  run  off  on  the  printing  machine,  so  when 
I  returned  from  the  doctor's,  I  added  that  one 
last  sentence  about  the  operation  as  a  P.S.f 
addressed  the  envelopes  and  posted  them.  There 
was  just  no  time  for  any  explanations  as  I  had 
many  things  to  do  before  entering  the  hospital. 
Among  other  things,  I  phoned  Father  Wey,  our 
Superior  General,  Father  James  Wilson,  our 
Regional  Representative  in  Houston,  and  ray 
sister,  Vivian. 
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I  entered  the  hospital  Sunday,  December  11th 
and  got  settled  inf  when  to  ray  surprise  and 
consolation ,  Father  Carl  Allnoch  CSB,  the 
Superior  of  St.  Thomas  High  School  in  Houston 
and  Father  Will  Sheehan,  CSB,  arrived  fron 
Houston.  Father  Allnoch  told  me  that  it  was 
the  custom  in  Houston  to  anoint  t'ose  who  were 
to  undergo  major  surgery  and  asked  me  if  I 
would  like  to  be  anointed.  The  seriousness 
of  the  situation  hit  me  at  this  moment.  Re- 
ceiving Extreme  Unction  was  the  last  thing  I 
expected  but  I  hurriedly  assured  Father  that 
I  would  like  nothing  better.  I  can't  express 
the  great  joy  and  peace  that  I  experienced 
after  receiving  the  Sacrament  of  the  Sick.  I 
felt  that  if  ray  time  had  come,  I  couldn't  be 
better  prepared.  I  could  never  adequately  ex- 
press ay  joy  and  appreciation  to  Fathers  All- 
noch and  Sheehan  for  driving  such  a  long  way 
to  be  with  raet  and  for  bestowing  on  rae  such  a 
spiritual  treasure. 

Four  married  women  of  the  parish,  registered 
nurses,  volunteered  their  services  and  I  had 
marvelous  care,  day  and  night,  for  several 
days  after  the  operation.  I  owe  a  great  debt 
of  gratitude  to  them  for  their  devoted  servicce. 

Spritual  Bouquets,  flowers,  cards  and  letters 
from  relatives,  confreres,  and  friends  poured 
in  to  the  hospital.  It  was  a  great  consol- 
ation to  hear  from  so  many  people.

Ihe  only 
jobs  I  have,  outside  the  Public  School  teach- 
ing, is  saying  Mass  daily  at  6:15  a.m.  in  the 
parish  and  saying  two  Masses  and  preaching 
every  Sunday. 

The  school  day  begins  with  a  signing  in  at 
7:^5  a.a*  and  signing  out  at  3; ^5  p*n«  Classes 
are  one  hour  long.  I  teach  five  regular 
classes  and  have  a  sixth  hour  for  helping 
slow  ct  dents.  Central  High  is  co-educational 
with  a  student  body  of  1800  students,  mostly 
from  the  sub-culture  area  of  the  city,  ^nere 
are  hundreds  of  Mexican,  Indian  and  Negro 
students.  I  sued  to  think  that  teaching  Math 
in  Basilian  Schools  was  tough,  but  I  can  see 
now  that  I  was  throughly  spoiled. 
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One  class 9  an  accelerated  onef  is  made  up  of 
students  who  could  compete  with  any  in  the 
country.  But  then,  I  have  another  class, 
called  a  "basis  Course"  class,  in  whfch  the 
students  can#t  perform  the  simple  operations 
of  addition  or  subtraction.  Some  of  these 
students  can't  recognise,  or  distinguish  be- 
btween,  8f  6,  5  and  3»  The  various  curves  on 
these  numerals  really  throw  then. 

The  teaching  challenge  is  very  formidable. 
Hie  day  is  a  long  and  fatiguing  one,  but  ay 
health  is  holding  up  fine,  despite  a  cold 
which  put  ae  in  be*  for  a  week.  The  cancer 
tests,  so  far,  have  turned  out  negative  and  I 
have  had  no  ill-effects  from  the  operation 
of  last  December. 

The  staff  and  most  of  the  students  at  Central 
know  that  I  am  priest,  although  I  wear  a  bus- 
iness suit,  shirt  and  tie,  and  as  called  Mr. 
Faye.  This  being  the  Bible  Belt,  dominated 
by  Baptists,  I  am  quite  an  object  of  curiosity 
in  the  school.  However,  I  am  well-accepted 
and  seem  to  fit  in  well,  nere   have  been  many 
amusing  incidents  and  questions  as  the  kids 
try  to  figure  out  uhat  a  Catholic  priest  is. 
We  were  planning  the  home-room  Christmas  Party 
the  other  day  and  one  of  the  negro  kids  said, 
"Mr.  Faye,  will  yof  all  preach  us  a  sermon  on 
Bab;/  Jesus?"  The  public  school  teaching  experi- 
ence is  a  very  interesting  but  demanding  one. 
I  am  enjoying  it  but  eagerly  looking  forward 
to  Spring. 

'xne  courses  at  Notre  Dame  last  summer,  Coun- 
selling -theory  and  Group  Dynamics,  were  inter- 
esting and  fruitful.  I  got  an  "A"  and  a  "B". 
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I  will  write  Comprheensive  exams  for  my  M,A, 
in  Counselling  and  Guidance  next  summer. 

I  will  not  be  able  to  get  to  Toronto  this 
Christmas  as  there  will  not  be  enough  time 
off.  I  plan  to  go  to  Houston  and  spend  Christ- 
mas with  the  Basil ian  confreres.  I  may  have 
a  chance  to  get  to  Mexico  City  where  we  have 
a  parish. 

I  hope  to  see  'you  all '  in  the  summer.  Mean- 
while, have  a  Happy  Hew  Year.  I  promise  to 
rember  you  at  the  altar.  P*ay  for  rae!

Belated  Christmas  greetings  to  all  members  of 
the  Curila  House.  Best  for  19^7  • 
Thanks  for  your  letter  on  back  of  Basilian 
Newsletter.  The  Proceedings  of  the  Pre-Chapter 
Convention  have  not  so  far  reached  me. 

Earlier  on,  Terry  Fores tell  had  been  in  Baghddad 
and  failed  to  visit  me.  Our  classes  were  just 
then  beginning  and  I  was  loathe  to  leave  the 
scene.  I  had  seen  him  not  long  before  in 
Jerusalem,  l/hile  here  he  stayed  at  Baghdad 
College  (the  Society's  secondary  school,  parent 
of  Al-Hikaa,  in  a  certain  sense).  I  learn, 
indirectly  through  visiting  students  of  Ecole 
Biblique,  Jerusalem,  that  he  his  recuperating 
in  France  from  illness,  jaundice,  is  it? 

May  I  say  how  distressed  I  was  that  some  of 
our  younger  men  are  able  to  be  concerned  about 
projects  you  described  (...some  sort  of  Basil- 
ian reading  at  the  end  of  meals  . ..,  list  of 
quotations.. . ,  etc.).  It  seems  to  me  so  much 
like  being  concerned  about  saving  the  front- 
door mat  hwile  your  house  is  burning  down.  It 
ife  time  to  let  the  dead  rest  in  peace  and  to 
take  responsible  creative  thought  for  the 
living.  The   task  is  to  discover  the  fully 
human  significance  of  meals,  e.g.,  at  which 
hopefully  one  could  expect  human  conversation, 
rather  than  to"sanctify"thea  by  extrinsically 
related  forms.  The  times  call  for  creative 
and  responsible  radicalism  that  acts  in  func- 
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tion  of  the  sacraiaental  secularity  which  seems 
to  be  the  Sospel's  deepest  meaning. 

Tell  Father  Wey  that  I  received  his  letter.  As 
of  now  I  have  not  decided  finally  whether  to 
return  to  Vancouver  in  June,  but  am  tentatively 
planning  to  do  so.  It  is  my  intention  to  re- 
turn via  Moscow  where  I  hope  to  have  a  week's 
visit.  It  is  no  more  expensive  to  return 
that  way  and  it  will  be  a  rare  opportunity  to 
have  a  glimpse  of  Russia  at  first  hand. 

Presently  I  are  too  cut  off  froa  discussion  to 
know  whether  to  expect  anything  really  signif- 
icant from  the  General  Chapter.  I  fear  greatly 
that  it  wiH  offer  excellent  solutions  to  the 
problems  of  six  years  ago  and  offer  little 
hope  for  six  years  hence.  As  Martin  Marty 
said  once:  "the  Church  (in  its  socio-political 
realization)  gas  raarvellous  plans  for  the 
century  just  past".  It  is  high  tirae  we  began 
to  realize  that  the  Gospel  is  ahead  of  history 
and  that  Christians  ought  to  be  now  where 
the  fraaily  of  raan  as  a  whole  will  only  be 
perhaps  a  century  hence.

I'm  sorry  I'm  late  with  this.  We've  been  at 
loose  ends  for  some  tirae.  For  example  we  got 
an  extra  Grade  9  class  we  weren't  figuring  on 
and  have  had  trouble  finding  space  for  then. 

The  steel  superstructure  is  all  up  on  our  new 
building  and  should  be  completely  enclosed  by 
November  1st.  It  will  be  completely  air-con- 
ditioned and  very  modern.  We  will  have  three 
large  separate  shop  areas ,  automotive,  wood- 
work, electrical,  metal  work  and  other  courses, 
The  business  wing  will  include  a  business 
machine  room  merchandising  room,  duplicating 
room,  offices,  typing  rooms,  etc.

Fathers  John 
Collins  and  Leland  Higgins  were  here  and 
talked  to  our  kids  on  the  Missions.  We've 
seen  Fathers  Wilfrid  Dwyer,  Peter  Swan,  Bob 
Finn  and  lots  of  others. 

We're  having  our 
first  light  frost  tonight.  We  moved  seven 
large  spruce  trees  into  our  grounds  this  year, 
donated  by  Mr.  Gruenwald,  father  of  Dennis.

I  didn't  know  people  like  this  existed  any- 
where except  in  travelogues. 

I  hope  things  are  going  smoothly  with  the 
Chapter.  You  have  been  in  ray  thoughts  and 
prayers  the  last  couple  of  days.

Dear  Father  Seollard, 

I  got  the  latest  Newsletter  today  with  the 
news  of  Father  John  J.  Sullivan's  death,  and 
also  your  note  of  mild  reproof  for  ray  not 
having  let  you  know  the  letters  of  ray  degree. 
Actually,  as  far  as  I  know,  nobody  uses 
letters  for  this  things,  perhaps  because  it's 
just  a  humble  baccalaureate,  and  everyone  here 
are  graduate  students.  However,  on  consulting 
ray  diploma,  I've  discovered  that  the  proper 
name  for  it  -  or,  rather,  ray  proper  title  - 
is  "Baccalaureus  in  Scientiis  Ecclesiasticis 
Orientalibus" •  A  rather  grand  name  for  a 
year's  work  that  didn't  include  as  rauch 
material  as  a  year's  undergraduate  work  at 
the  Univeristy  of  Toronto  ordinarily  does. 

Itie  real  stuff  has  begun  this  year,  with  ray 
work  for  the  licentiate,  if  1  can  1  acquit  ray- 
self  of  that  properly,  I  shall  feel  I  have 
accomplished  &<me thing*  My  field  of  special- 
ization is  history  (I  notice  in  the  Annals 
you  had  rae  down  for  theology,  which  was  cor- 
rect for  last  year,  but  not  now)  and  ray  licen- 
tiate paper,  which  I  have  already  begun,  will 
be  on  Rome-Constantinople  relations  in  the 
late  10th  and  early  Uth  centuries.  It  is 
connected  reraotely  with  the  famous  excommun- 
ications of  105^,  but  more  directly  with 
political  disputes  between  the  Byzantine  and 
German  emperors  in  South  Italy  which  had,  it 
seeras,  rauch  more  bearing  on  the  uncordial 
attitudes  between  the  two  Churches  than  any 
theological  or  disciplinary  differences.

My  Dear  Friends, 

Here  is  a  mimeographed  letter  to  tell  you  about 
work  in  Calgary.  You  have  either  written  me 
and  shown  an  interest  or  I  know  you  would  be 
interested.  I  would  prefer  to  write  each  of 
you  personally,  but  in  the  practical  order 
hardly  any  letters  are  getting  written  and  so 
the  personal  notes  would  never  get  sent. 

The  whole  situation  here  is  most  interesting 
and  enjoyable.  The  other  day  I  was  invited 
into  a  Grade  Eleven  history  class  at  western 
Canada  High  School  where  the  students  were 
studying  the  Information.  As  I  returned  to 
the  University  and  approached  the  campus  with 
the  Rockies  hovering  over  it  in  the  background, 
I  felt  like  I  was  corning  •hose1  to  a  place  I 
knew.  On  reflection  it  seemed  to  me  that  I 
had  •arrived1  and  that  the  first  period  of  ad- 
justment to  new  circumstances  must  be  over. 

Calgary  itself  is  a  good  city  with  a  variety 
of  scenery  (mountains,  hills,  valleys,  plains, 
foothills,  clear  air,  great  variety  of  cloud 
formations  and  hence  beautiful  sunsets  over 
the  Rockies).  It  is  booming,  expanding  and 
alive;  the  people  are  open,  friendAy  and  to  my 
surprise  have  similar  basic  attitudes  to  the 
people  in  Windsor,  e.g.  to  Canada,  to  pro- 
gressive ideas  and  customs  in  the  United 
States.  Eastern  fads  are  to  be  found  here 
but  there  is  a  time  lag.   here  is  quite  a  good 
cultural  atmosphere  and  the  Jubilee  Auditorium 
weekly  has  top  entertainment  that  you  might 
fiind  in  Detroit  or  Toronto  -  symphonies,  plays, 
jazz,  folk,  etc. 

My  residence  is  at  St.  Pius  X  Parish  in  the 
North  Hill  district,  a  new  area.  The  University 
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property  begins  one  block  away.  Father  Hugh 
Curran  and  Father  Vincent  Thomson  are  pastor 
and  assistant.  The  church  is  new  and  we  live 
in  an  ordinary  home.  My  room  is  in  the  base- 
nent  and  Father  Curran  had  it  fixed  up  nicely 
with  a  rug  and  new  furniture.  Although  I  have 
no  official  duties  in  the  parish,  I  help  out 
on  occasion  and  take  an  interest  in  its  activ- 
ities. For  example  last  week  I  went  to  the 
parish  council  open  meeting.  It  has  been  in 
existence  for  six  months  and  this  was  an  open 
meeting  for  all  the  parisiiionere.  The   way  it 
is  functioning  makes  ae  think  it  must  be  one 
of  the  best  in  the  continent.  The  former  pas- 
tor had  laid  a  good  foundation  even  though  it 
did  not  have  the  name  of  parish  council.  But 
FatherCurran  has  done  a  remarkable  job  with  it. 
Currently  I  am  driving  a  little  Volkswagen  that 
Fathers  Michael  Oliver,  Curran  and  Thomson  each 
took  a  turn  at.  When  I  came  I  was  not  sure  if 
a  car  was  needed  but  have  found  out  that  I 
couldn't  do  my  work  without  it. 

Most  of  ay  time  is  spent  at  the  University.  My 
official  apx^ointraent  by  the  University  is  as  a 
chaplain  to  the  University  although  the  Bishop 
has  also  appointed  me  in  charge  of  the  Newman 
Club  and  Newman  ^lumnae.  The  first  §)pointment 
consumes  most  of  ray  time  and  the  Newman  work  is 
almost  like  a  sideline,  which  makes  the  Newman 
setup  so  different  than  in  most  universities. 

At  the  University  there  is  a  team  of  nine  chap- 
lains. The  word  team  is  not  just  a  catch  phrase 
but  sums  up  the  philosophy  of  trie  chaplains  and 
they  work  very  hard  at  making  it  a  reality  and 
trying  to  see  its  implications.  The  Anglican, 
United  Church  chaplain  and  myself  are  full  time. 
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I  have  office  hours  9-5  each  day  but  an  kicked 
out  of  the  office  Tuesday  and  J-hursday  after- 
noons by  a  Morman  and  a  Baptist.  On  these  af- 
ternoons I  started  taking  a  sociology  course  but 
have  had  trouble  getting  to  all  the  lectures  as 
other  things  keep  coming  up.  We  have  three 
offices  located  in  the  basement  of  the  dining 
centre  along  with  the  student  union,  student 
paper,  health  services,  counselling  department 
ana  the  deans  of  men  and  worsen.  Until  the 
Student  Union  is  finished  next  year  we  are 
crowded  together  here  and  definitely  v/here  the 
student  flow  is  strongest.  Tc  ay  surprise  I  aa 
busy  most  of  the  time:  students  in  discussing 
religion  or  taking  instructions,  people  who 
just  want  someone  to  talk  to,  some  with  emotional 
problems  that  need  counselling  but  don*t  wish 
to  fO  to  the  counselling  department,  members 
of  the  academic  staff,  administrators,  white 
and  blue  collare  workers  that  drop  in. 

A  fair  amount  of  tirae  is  spent  on  building  a 
chaplains'  team  work.  For  example  we  have  in- 
formal talks,  a  two  hour  weekly  meeting,  we  all 
went  to  Red  Deer  and  met   with  the  chaplains 
'from  Edmonton  (including  father  ^uss  Pender gast, 
CSB).  We  have  worked  out  a  few  joint  programs 
such  as  an  ecuseracal  service  at  the  first  of 
the  year  (in  which  they  put  me  in  charge  of  the 
music! )•  We  have  jointly  sponsored  two  speakers 
one  ampus  (Lei^hton  Ford  of  the  ^illy  Graham 
Crusade  and  Donald  Thorraan  publisher  of  the 
National  Catholic  reporter,  Kansas  City).  We 
are  currently  joining  <|The  College",  a  group 
of  staff  and  students  discussing  things,  trying 
to  break  down  the  walls  between  these  groups  and 
among  departments.  We  al.so  handle  each  others' 
visitors  if  the  one  sought  is  not  there.  One 
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Catholic  boy  is  working  with  the  United  minis- 
ter and  I  have  two  Anglicans  coning  to  me  be- 
cause their  minister  was  not  there  at  t^e  time, 
his  will  give  you  some  idea  of  how  closely  we 
oust  work  together,  get  along  and  trust  each 
other,  I  have  been  out  at  ministers*  horaes  and 
last  Konday  started  curling  with  the  ministers 
and  their  wives.  In  fact  I  know  more  ministers 
than  I  do  priests  in  Calgary! 

I  have  also  been  at  a  study  weekend  in  Saskatoon 
for  Newman  Clubs  and  an  ICcumenical  Conference 
in  Regina  on  Thanksgiving,  and  am  goin^  to  an- 
other convention  soon. 

The  chaplains  also  work  closely  with  the  coun- 
selling department.  xhey  liave  eight  highly 
qualified  counsellors  and  we  have  met  jointly 
with  them  twice  and  we  are  going  to  continue 
this.  'Ihey  asked  us  to  present  the  'God  is  Dead1 
theology  so  that  they  can  understand  students* 
religious  problems  better  and  the5ra~e  going  to 
present  for  us  the  latest  things  in  the  coun- 
selling field.  xnis  week  I  referred  four  stu- 
dents to  them  and  one  to  the  medic?!  health 
services. 

One  of  the  problems  iias  been  getting  a  place 
for  Hass.  Last  year*s  area  is  not  available 
as  everything  is  overcrowded.  After  using 
classrooms,  conference  rooms,  the  dining  hall, 
etc • ,  we  have  finally  ended  up  in  the  tunnel  to 
the  third  residence  that  is  not  yet  built  I  It 
is  cramped  and  unorthodox  but  isn*t  bad  and  has 
the  nickname  f2he  Catacombs**  \'e  have  daily 
Mass  at  noon  and  Monday  Mass  for  residence 
students.  Fifteen  to  thirty  come  daily  (with 
a  total  turn  over  about  50);  ^5  some  on  Sunday; 
First  Friday  there  were  about  4$  and  on  the 
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Holy  Day  there  were  over  100.  ?he  students 
help  a  lot  in  setting  up  for  Mass,  participation 
and  the  music*  'We  have  a  mixture  of  traditional 
and  folk  and  nave  two  or  three  in  the  congreg- 
ation who  can  play  the  .guitar.  The  students 
stand  around  the  altar  (they  have  to!)*  A  cross- 
section  of  the  community  attend,  men,  women, 
professors,  students,  Canadian  and  Foreign, 
nuns  and  lay  institute  people,  ^he   girls1 
residence  had  the  chaplains  over  one  night  for 
a  •buzz1  session  and  we  are  hoping  this  type 
of  thing  will  develop.  We  are  treated  as  part 
of  the  Faculty  by  the  administration  and  receive 
all  university  notices  and  invitations  to  re- 
ceptions, meetings,  etc. 

As  I  look  back  over  two  months,  I  am  surprised 
at  how  busy  I  have  been  and  the  number  I  know, 
perhaps  200  people  from  all  parts  of  the  Uni- 
versity. So  you  can  see  that  being  chaplain  at 
the  University  is  almost  a  full  time  job  in  its- 
self. 

There  is  also  a  Newman  Club  but  as  is  obvious 
it  is  quite  different  than  at  most  places.  The 
students  and  myself  are  so  much  a  part  of  the 
university  community  that  it  is  a  bit  of  a 
dilemma  to  run  a  club  or  assess  its  future 
role.  However,  we  do  have  a  double  house  as  a 
Newman  Centre  on  the  edge  of  the  campus,  not 
too  far  away,  but  psychologically  it  is  quite 
a  step  over  the  cold  dusty  prairie.  So  far 
it  has  been  used  as  a  base  for  a  bi-weekly 
general  activities,  mostly  of  a  social  nature 
(a  speaker,  a  hay  ride,  a  Hallow* een  party,  a 
roller  skating  party,  a  dance,  an  ice  cave  hunt). 
There  is  a  theological  discussion  jroup  facing 
its  third  gathering,  an  ecumenical  group  about 
to  have  its  first  (with  a  rabbi  speaking),  a 
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folk  group  on  its  second  meeting.  Currently 
one  side  is  being  fixed  up  as  a  study  1 rea  and 
library  (there  is  a  great  lack  of  such  areas 
on  the  campus)  and  a  coffee  recreation  room  is 
being  fixed  up.  We  are  hoping  this  will  attract 
a  daily  flow  which  will  strengthen  the  inner 
nucleus  of  the  club.  Hie  executive  is  excellent 
and  very  non-ghetto  minded  but  they  are  strugg- 
ling with  their  special  problems  (e.g.  Mass  is 
on  campus,  not  at  the  Centre). 

The  Aluimae  are  a  group  that  help,  especially 
with  the  financial  obligation  of  the  house  and 
ray  needs  at  the  University.  For  example,  yester- 
day I  ordered  three  subscriptions  of  the  Western 
Catholic  Reporter,  one  for  each  of  the  chaplains' 
offices,  .^ach  denomination  does  the  same  with 
their  periodicals.  The  other  day  I  read  ray  of- 
fice copy  of  the  United  Church  Observer  which 
had  a  pciture  of  the  •New  Nuns'  on  the  cover. 
The  Alumnae  had  a  fashion  show  (made  SSCO.OO) 
and  sponsored  Thorman  at  a  public  lecture. 

One  side  aspect  is  the  Diocese.  Yesterday  I 
went  to  ft  clergy  conference.  Two  priest  author- 
ities on  Vatican  II  spoke  to  us.  After  I  went 
to  the  Basilian  High  School  residence  for  dinner 
and  Sunday  night  there  i3  a  monthly  social  for 
priests  at  Sacred  Heart  rarish.  As  yet  I  have 
not  made  the  monthly  retreat  or  any  deanery 
meetings.  I  also  try  to  see  HI  ilioji  Wilheln 
once  a  nonth  and  Bishop  Carroll  on  occasion. 
In  fact  yesterday  I  had  an  hour  talk  with  Bishop 
Wilhelra  and  he  was  wondering  about  ray  teaching 
a  course  in  Theology  froa  Christraas  on  at  Mount 
Eoyalf  a  large  Junior  College  in  the  City.  It 
is  affiliated  with  the  University  of  Calgary 
and  if  the  latter  would  accept  relgion  credits 
from  Mount  Royal  it  would  not  be  long  until 
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they  would  likely  put  in  a  Religion  Department 
in  the  University  of  Calgary.  Many  of  the 
Mount  Royal  students  end  up  at  the  University 
of  Calgary  and  this  would  be  a  good  contact  but 
it  is  all  indefini  e  now,  but  shows  you  the 
need  here.  Ihere  are  quite  a  few  Catholics  in 
the  various  departments  at  University  of  Calgary 
but  I  would  like  to  see  some  in  the  Philosophy 
section  and  in  a  Department  of  Theology,  either 
clerical  or  lay.  In  fact  if  you  know  anyone 
with  an  M.A.  inTheology  who  would  like  to  teach 
at  a  Junior  College  (and  might  alsc  be  chaplain) 
please  let  ae  know.  Mount  ^oyal  is  currently 
looking  for  a  Catholic  Sociology  teacher  too. 
"*It  was  a  former  United  Church  College  the  State 
just  took  over  but  both  the  Catholic  and  Public 
School  Boards  are  pushing  very  hard  for  uni- 
versity accredited  Theology  courses. 

Ihe  above  may  give  you  some  idea  of  my  work 
and  the  situation.  It  is  mot  interesting, 
varied,  and  busy,  but  less  tructured  than  the 
formal  classroom  teaching.  Tbm   future  develop- 
ments are  not  clear  but  we  hope  to  get  an 
Ecumenical  Centre  on  campus  in  the  Student 
Union  bulling,  with  chapel,  offices  and  rooms. 
If  we  do,  would  there  still  be  a  separate  house 
for  Newman? 

Although  this  has  been  all  about  myself,  I 
thought  a  lot  of  you  would  like  to  know  what 
the  work  is  like.  Even  people  who  know  the 
place  easily  have  false  ideas.  For  example, 
I  liave  had  some  letters  from  soiae  fairly  wll 
informed  people  that  call  it  the  University  of 
Alberta  in  Calgary,  -hat  they  don't  know  is  that 
last  Spring  it  became  an  independent  University, 
the  University  of  Calgary.  xhere  is  great 
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sensitivity  here  or  this  and  strong  rivalry 
with  Edmonton  (which  is  the  University  of 
Alberta). 

There  are  two  boys  froa  Windsor  that  I  used  to 
teach  and  coach,  Dick  inipuis,  a  Notre  Dane  nrad 
is  on  the  local  pro  football  teas  and  Jia  Beau- 
doin  is  in  the  Engineering  Ph.D.  program  (it  is 
outstanding  in  the  field  of  concrete).  We  had 
some  nice  visits  and  fun, 

Le  me  be  the  first  to  wish  you  a  Merry  Crrist- 
nas.  Usually  I  aia  one  of  the  last.  Also  this 
nay  be  ray  Christmas  card. 

Your  interest  and  prayers  are  greatly  appreciated.

Thank  you  very  much  for  your  note,  I  was  glad 
jo  receive  the  ainutes  of  the  pre-chapter 

onvention,  this  way  I  shall  study  them  care- 
fully before  going  over, 

I  suppose  everyone  now  is  working  for  the 
Chapter.  I  see  different  commissions  have 
been  set  up  and  it  is  hoped  many  are  already 
at  work.  As  for  Annonay  I  do  not  know  exactly 
what  they  shall  do,  I  know  Father  Jean  Houre 
is  goinf  but  I  aa  not  so  sure  about  Father 
Rene  Robert.  Yet,  it  seems  to  rae  ,  since  he 
could  already  go  as  an  observer  the  fact  of 
having  elected  hia  meant  the  house  really 
wanted  hia  to  go. 

The  house  in  Paris  is  very  cala.  We  have  had 
Terry  Forestell  but  he  is  going  next  Saturday. 
We  also  had  Bud  Pare,  Murray  Bogdasavich  and 
Paul  Broadhurst  for  a  few  days.  This  year 
things  are  such  oore  difficult  in  the  house;

Thank  you  very  isuch  for  your  letter  dated 
February  1st  and  the  note  you  put  at  the  back 
of  the  last  Basilian  Newsletter. 

I  should  have  written  much  sooner  but  I  had 
to  leave  the  house  for  three  weeks  on  ray  re- 
turn from  the  hospital.  It  is  the  first  tirae 
for  a  long  tine  that  I  got  such  a  rest.  I 
returned  to  Paris  on  Friday  night ,  April  7« 
Now  I  ars  much  better  but  I  have  had  problems 
with  the  sacr:  liquid  formed  under  the  skin 
for  two  weeks  and  it  had  to  be  taken  outf  then 
it  became  as  hard  as  a  stone  and  I  had  to  keep 
on  it  for  about  ten  ays  a  type  of  bandage 
which  stays  permanently  wet.  I  am  really  be- 
hind with  my  work  and  I  do  not  really  know  how 
to  make  up  for  the  six  weeks  I  lost. 

You  had  written  me  about  the  report  concerning 
The  Basilian  Teacher.  It  is  very  good.  As 
you  mention  in  page  2t  paragraph  5t  with  volume 
five  the  method  of  reproduction  was  changed 
but  it  still  was  a  typed  magazine.  It  is  only 
with  the  December  issue  of  1961  we  made  the 
first  experiments  with  a  Varityper  and  we  had 
our  own  for  the  following  issues.  As  for  the 
editors  I  know  we  had  first  Michael  Sosulski, 
then  Michael  Quealey  and  finally  John  Brad- 
shaw.  I  do  not  remember  when  they  began  their 
job  and  when  they  were  replaced. 
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As  you  probably  know  the  house  was  closed  here 
at  Easter  for  a  few  days.  The  three  oldest 
left  for  Rone  during  Holy  Week,  then  on  Holy 
Thursday  Father  George  Beaune  drove  to  Annonay 
with  the  two  regaining  French  scholastics  (I 
had  gone  down  by  train  with  Bernard  Forel  five 
days  earlier),  John  Dougheny,  Paul  Murphy  and 
John  Wheeler.  Paul  stayed  a  few  days  and  then 
went  on  caaping  near  Grenoble  with  the  aove- 
nent  "Pax  Christi". 

Bud  Pare  and  Paul  Broadhurst  were  in  Annonay 
for  the  holidays.  We  had  ten  north  Africans 
down  in  Annonay  but  we  didn't  have  too  Many 
talks  together.  Everyone  just  seemed  happy  to 
have  peace  and  quiet  in  the  house  there. 

French  confreres  are  getting  ready  for  the 
Chapter.  Father  Jean  Roure  does  not  say  very 
riruch.  ae  is  a  bit  puzzled  with  all  the  changes 
and  I  don  t  think  he  liked  the  pre-chapter  Con- 
vention too  nuch.  Father  Rene  Bobert  aakes  it 
quite  known  bs  goes  there  just  out  of  obedience 
but  he  has  turned  to  be  alsost  against  anything 
taking  place  either  in  the  Church  or  in  rel- 
igious life.  I  know  there  is  always  a  differ- 
ence between  wiiat  a  oan  says  and  what  he  thinks, 
but  I  don't  think  there  is,  at  least  in  France, 
a  Basil  3 an  as  conservative  as  he  has  become. 

Father  Louis  Mazet  is  still  in  his  own  little 
rooM  and  looks  as  young  as  ever.  He  is  waiting 
for  the  beginning  of  the  Novitiate. 

Father  Marcel  Lextrait  is  still  studying  cate- 
chisra  in  Lyons  and  is  very  happy  about  it.  He 
has  done  a  treraendous  work  with  our  seniors 
this  year.  It  is  just  too  bad  he  is  soaewhat 
discouraged  at  how  little  can  be  done  in  the 
school  itself.

Loyalty  is  a  virtue  much  needed,  loyatly  to  the 
Basil i an  Fathers,  loyalty  to  the  Church  and 
loyalty  to  God.  This   virtue  of  loyalty  is  very 
characteristic  of  the  life  of  Father  Sheehy. 
After  finishing  his  university  work  at  Assumption 
College  in  1932 •  he  was  appointed  to  teach  at 
Holy  Name  Institute,  which  later  became  Catholic 
Central  High  School.  That  year  he  began  what 
was  to  be  his  life  work,  a  devoted  and  dedicated 
History  teacher.  After  that  year  he  returned 
to  Toronto  to  finish  his  theology  and  was  or- 
dained on  December  19,  1936.  After  spending 
a  year  at  Aquinas  Institute,  he  returned  to 
Detroit  and  took  up  the  work  he  had  begun  during 
his  previous  year  there.  His  dedication  to  his 
work  and  his  loyalty  to  his  students  made  hia 
a  popular  teacher  from  the  very  beginning.  He 
prepared  each  class  carefully  and  mixed  his 
delightful  humor  with  each  presentation.  His 
loyalty  to  God  was  manifested  by  his  worthwhile 
hobby,  the  publishing  of  a  religious  bulletin 
three  times  a  week  for  all  Central  students. 
'£he  boys  actually  devoured  every  word  of  his 
instruction.  Every  Sunday  found  him  on  his 
Sunday  assingraent,  for  many  years  in  Wyandotte 
where  his  zeal  and  kindness  won  the  respect  and 
lasting  friendship  of  Monsignor  Linsenoeyer, 
the  pastor.  During  many  of  his  Detroit  years 
he  volunteered  the  typing  and  prijfcting  of  the 
quarterly  <ra mi  nations.  His  sincere  and  superior 
work  was  observed  by  his  superiors  «ho  appointed 
him  **uperior  of  the  Detroit  Basilian  Fathers 
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and  Principal  of  Catholic  Central  High  School 
in  19^6 •  During  the  following  six  years  he  gave 
excellent  leadership  and  administration •  Along 
with  his  usual  duties  he  put  up  the  new  build- 
ing on  Wester  Outer  Drive  and  accomplished  the 
work  for  his  Master's  degree  at  the  University 
of  Michigan.  **e  was  always  at  horse  and  always 
working  to  iraprove  himself  that  he  night  give 
more  to  his  students.  liven  his  hobbies, 
tropical  fish  and  the  camaera  provided  common 
interest  <-md  rapport  with  youth* 

His  life  and  work  through  these  years  prepared 
hin  for  the  significant  work  which  he  has  just 
now  completed  at  the  University  of  St.  Ihomas. 
He  was  appointed  here  in  September  1952  where 
for  six  years  he  held  the  position  of  Registrar 
and  later  Professor  of  History  and  Political 
Science.  Again  he  won  the  respect  and  admir- 
ation of  his  students  and  of  his  colleagues  on 
the  P'aculty.  In  19&5  ^^  prowess  as  a  teacher 
was  recognized  by  the  Piper  foundation  who 
named  him  as  one  of  the  ten  outstanding  teachers 
in  Texas  Universities. 

The  last  chapter  of  his  life  was  a  very  diffi- 
cult one.  Yet  he  accomplished  it  in  the  same 
wasy  as  all  the  other  chapters.  He  knew  that 
his  health  was  failing.  He  accepted  it  all  so 
nobly.  Wever  was  he  heard  to  ©mplain  or  find 
fault.  He  remained  interested  in  all  that  went 
on  and  wanted  to  bear  his  cross  and  not  load  it 
on  the  shoulders  of  others.  God  was  with  him 
every  step  of  the  way.  Each  morning  he  received 
Kim  in  Holy  Co^raunion  and  the  last  time  an  hour 
before  his  death.  He  went  from  the  presence 
of  **esus  in  the  Eucharist  to  the  same  Christ, 
his  jud^e.  The  Lord  had  intensified  his  pres- 
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ence  within  hia  so  often  and  carae  to  strengthen 
him  for  the  journey  into  heaven.  Faithful  to 
the  end:  loyal  to  his  God,  to  the  Church,  to 
the  Basilian  Fathers  and  to  each  of  his  con- 
freres. Father  Sheeny  has  left  us  his  life 
picture  of  a  loyal  and  faithful  priest.  This 
decade  needs  such  priests.
